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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Numbering 

1 . The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When a claim 
number is duplicated, the second of the duplicated claim numbers is renumbered beginning with 
the number next following the number of the duplicated claim. For purposes of this response, 
the second #2 claim has been renumbered to #3 and is understood to be cancelled. The 
remaining claims have been renumbered such that claims 1, 2 and 4-6 are now pending in this 
application. 

Correction and renumbering of the claims by the Applicant is required in response to this 

action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
In claim 5, line 3, "the cycling mode" lacks antecedent basis 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this 
country, more than one year prior to the date of appli cation for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the 
United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application 
filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed 
in the United States only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 
21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1, 2, 4, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nau et al. 

(US 5732708). Nau et al. substantially teach the instant invention where the manual trigger memory and 
auto-trigger memory operate in a wrapped/ FIFO manner. Both memories include multiple record 
storage areas (abstract; col. 5 @ 38 -51; col. 5 @ 56 - col. 6 @ 20; col. 7 @ 37-57; col. 8 @ 3-6; 
col. 11 @ 13 -col. 12 @ 23). 

5. Claims 1, 2, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lee et al. 
(US 649671 5). Lee et al. substantially teach the instant invention where the manual trigger memory 
operates in a wrapped manner. Both memories include multiple record storage areas, and the manual 
recordings are 2 to 3 times the length of the automatic recordings (col. 6 @ 56 - col. 7 @ 24; 

col. 21 @ 6 - 3 1, 45-48 and 56-59; col. 22 @ 42 - col. 24 @ 13). 

Drawings
